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RECEIVES MERITORIOUS CIVILIAN SERVICE AWARD 


Fudge honored by Department of the Army | 


Carol Fudge of Elba, who is a 
secretary at the U.S. Army Aero- 
medical Research Laboratory, has 
been selected as the Department of 
the Army Handicapped Employee of 
the Year for 1990. She will receive 
the Meritorious Civilian Service 
Award from the Secretary of the 
Army Oct. 4. 

Fudge's winning nomination went 
through the Medical, Research and 
Development Command _ since 
USAARL is a tenant activity. Fudge 
competed against nominees from 
other commands for the DA award. 

"All handicapped people want is 
a chance to prove themselves, not 
only in employment, but in all ways. 
If they give us a chance, we can be 
productive citizens and good em- 
ployees, because we are out to prove 
ourselves and show people that we 
can perform. 

"It's like a dream,” said Fudge on 
winning the award. "It's really hard 


to believe. I feel very honored," said 
Fudge, who is now in competition 
for the Department of Defense 
award and the Officer of Personnel 
Management Handicap Employee of 
the Year. In the latter, she will com- 
pete with nominees from all federal 
agencies. 

Fudge's life has been filled with 
constant battles against fatigue and 
pain since contracting rheumatiod ar- 
thritis at 13. However, her faith in 
God and in her family has seen 
Fudge through 12 major operations, 
of which two were for artificial hips. 
Also, the knuckles on both her hands 
are artificial, and she's had surgery 
on both feet and her right knee. 

"I think a lot of the employers 
don't give you a chance," ‘said 
Fudge. "They would look at my fin- 
gers and think that I couldn't type as 
well as someone with normal fin- 
gers. Employers also make the as- 
sumption that since you are handi- 


capped, your attendance is not going 
to be as good." 

Fudge has had little trouble meet- 
ing the expectations of her supervis- 
ors in her 21 years of civil service. 
"L often marvel at how well she does 
in carrying out her duties,” said Lt. 
Col. Gerald P. Krueger, director of 
Biomedical Applications research 
Division, USAARL. 

"She is reasonably quick, and 
preparation of all correspondence is 
flawless. To be sure, there are occa- 
sional facial grimaces and indica- 
tions of discomfort or pain. But in 
the two years I have been privileged 
to work with her, I have never heard 
a single complaint from her." Fudge, 
as a secretary for the division, corre- 
spondence, scheduling and time 
management aspects of the pro- 
grams.

Mister Vester, as he likes to be 
called, drove a truck for Mr. Johnny 
B. Maddox, a New Brockton busi- 
ness man, for thirty-nine years be- 
fore retiring at the age of sixty years 
old. 

He told this reporter that he didn't 
do anything for two years and his 
joints began to “lock up!" He said he 
went to Dr. Donald Crook in Elba 
and was told, "Mr. Vester - throw 
the walking cane away and find 
yourself something to do!’ 

"I did just what the doctor or- 
dered and I've felt good ever since!" 
he said. 

Mr. Cole was born in northern 
Coffee County and now resides in 
New Brockton, Alabama. His son, 
Charles Cole, serves on the New 
Brockton City Council and Mister 
Vester doesn't miss a meeting if he 
can help it. 

When asked by this reporter if he 
remembered the flood of 1929, his 
response was "yes," but most of his 
recollection was of his viewing the 
waters from Brunson Hill. Asked if 
he witnessed the waters of '90, he 
answered "no," because he was 
stopped at the Samson highway.

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Jail bids surprise architect 


Low bidder on the construction 
of a new county jail in New Brock- 
ton was J. Kinson Cook Inc. of Tal- 
lahassee, Fla. Their base bid was 
$2,456,000. 

Last Thursday, five bids were 
opened by the commission in the 
community room at the farm center 
complex in New Brockton, 

Also present at the opening was 
Lynn Seymour, architect from Sey- 
mour and Lisenby Architects in 
Ozark. He said that the bids were 
Surprising. 

"The price is really good," he 
said. "There was a lot of competi- 
tion among the bidders and we got 
a really good price. My estimate 
was $2.6 million and all the bids 
were under that." 

Bids submitted were as follows: 
Whaley Construction Co. of Troy - 
$2,474,000; Hollis & Spann of Do- 
than - $2,472,000; Greenhut Con- 
struction Company Inc. of Pensaco- 
la - $2,599,800; and Faulkner 
Construction Co. of Dothan 
$2,589,000. All bidders submitted 
alternate bids with each based on 
variations in specifications. 

All the bids will be reviewed by 
the commission and a decision will 
likely be made at the June 25 com- 
mission meeting. 

The proposed facility will be 
what Seymour called "state of the 


art" without all the bells and whis- 
tles that cost a lot to maintain. 

An 11 month construction dead- 
line is written into the specifica- 
tions. Allowing a few weeks to fur- 
nish the jail - it is conceivable that 
the jail could receive its first occu- 
pants by July 1991. 

Commission Chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton said, "A year from now, 
we're going to move in." 

"We'll be working with bond 
people to decide who is going to

give us fe best deal and we'll be 
deciding on a firm that will help us 
the best," Eagerton said. 

The county will be dealing with 
payments of an estimated $300,000 
a year for twenty years to pay for 
the new county jail. 

An estimated $200,000 is ex- 
pected to be generated by the re- 
cently passed referendum raising 
court cost by $35. These funds will 
be used to help pay the yearly pay- 
ment on the jail.

realize the barriers that the handi- 
capped face. "I think there could be 
a little more recruitment of handi- 
capped people and make them aware 
of the opportunities available to 
them,” said Fudge. 

At the present time, Fudge is fin- 
ishing work on a Bachelor of Sci- 
ence Degree in Business Administra- 
tion from Troy State University. 
She often speaks to civic groups and 
students about her life’s experience 
and how she has overcome her hand- 
icap. But she wants to do more. 
"My real dream is to work with other 
handicapped people to help them ac- 
cept their handicap.” said Fudge. 

"I was afflicted early, so being 
handicapped became a way of life 
for me. It's all I've known. A lot of 
people don't become handicapped 
until later in life, so it's really hard 
for them to accept and learn to live 
with it.” , 

According to Fudge, learning to 
live with the handicap is the first 
step. But for those handicapped who 
are hesitant in trying the job market, 
the most important thing is for them 
to believe in themselves, 

"You have to believe in yourself 
and your abilities," said Fudge. 
"You have to portray that belief to 
others. 

"I think ‘handicapped’ is a frame 
of mind. We're all handicapped in 
some way or other. I think the hand- 
icapped person has to realize that 
even though there one area in which 
they're weak, there's always one are 
in which they can excel and be pro- 
ductive."

Elba City School Board 
purchases 30 mobile units 


The Elba City School Board 
Tuesday night approved the pur- 
chase of thirty mobile units, con- 
taining 60 classrooms to be used 
until the new school park is com- 


pleted. 
About a dozen teachers and 
other interested citizens attended 


the meeting. 

Low bid on the mobile units 
was $850,000 by Alabama Con- 
tract Sales. That is about $28,333 
per unit of two classrooms. The 
units will be sold after the new 
school is completed. 

Bathroom facilities and lunch- 
rooms will be bid or purchased un- 
der separate contracts. Incoming 
Superintendent Charles Pearce ex- 


plained he was talking with state 
authorities about the bid law, to 
see if it is legal for the school 
board to hire local contractors for 
the installation of the bathroom fa- 
cilities, 

Board members considered 
leasing the needed classrooms, but 
determined the expense of the 
lease would probably cost the sys- 
tem more in the long run, especial- 
ly if construction of the new school 
takes longer than predicted and 
students are not out of the tempo- 
rary units by the end of 1991. 

Board members ‘were shown a 
drawing of the proposed place- 
ment of the mobile classrooms. 
They were told the administration

The Elba Police reported Tues- 
day that a complaint was filed with 
their department which involved 
the theft of in excess of $28,000.00 

According to Chief Freddy Han- 
cey and Investigator Donnie Byrd, 
a complaint was file on Thursday, 
June 7, by Rex Bradshaw, owner of 
Bradshaw Pest Control, which re- 
ported the theft of several thousand 
dollars. 

After receiving the complaint 
and upon further investigation, In- 
vestigator Byrd, on Friday, June 15, 
signed a warrant for the arrest of 
Tamera (Tammy) P. Bradshaw, age 
30, of Elba, Alabama. 

At approximaicly 6:00 p. m. Fri- 
day evening, Mrs. Bradshaw was 
arrested by Elba Police Officers 
Patrick Norris and Dale Cobb at 
1495 Reese Ave. in Elba, She was 
charged with theft of property in 
the first degree and transported to 
the Covington County Jail. 

Mrs. Bradshaw is presently free 
on a $5,000 bond and the case is 
still under investigation by the au- 
thorities. 


$28,000 for street repair. 

FEMA is supplying approximate- 
ly $25,000 while the state will fur- 
nishing the remainder. 

A water shed project between 
Trudie and Ansley Streets is the first 
of 16 projects that these fund will be 
used to complete, This area was the 
site of most of the water drainage 
problems during the heavy rains in 
March.

One 
of the youths is working in the office 
and the other two are working with 
the street department. 

The mayor reminded the council- 
men of the Second District Munici- 
pal Association meeting to be held in 
Enterprise on Thursday, June 28. 

Payment of the bills totalling 
$2,336.64 was approved by the 
council.

PRESERVING WEDDING 
GOWNS 

Preserving wedding gowns in- 
volves a few key steps. Wearing 
dress shields during the wedding can 
prevent perspiration from staining 
delicate fabrics. Some stains like 
those from wine or fruit drinks may 
not be visible to the eye and over the 
years can cause primary staining 
that is impossible to remove later. 
Any gown to be preserved should be 
cleaned as soon as possible after it is 
worn, 

Once cleaned, a wedding gown 

can be packed and stored profession- 
ally. This storage does not guarantce 
preservation. A gown can easily be 
stored at home after a good profes- 
sional cleaning. Wrap the gown in a 
washed white sheet, carefully fold it 
and store in a roomy container. Store 
in a cool dry place avoid damp base- 
ments or hot attics. 
Once stored, open the container from 
time to time and check the gown. 
Earlier invisible stains may gradual- 
ly oxidize and yellow. If one ap- 
pears, immediately return the gown 
to the cleaner for treatment. 


FOR THE LOVE OF POTATOES 

Sixty percent of the 123 pounds 
of potatoes eaten per person every 
year are processed into french fries, 
frozen specialities, chips, canned va- 
rieties of dehydrated spuds such as 
instant mashed potatoes. All of these 
may contain a lot of added fat and / 
or sodium.Potatoes that are eaten 
fresh contain a trace of fat and not 
enough sodium to mention. 


ALTERING RECIPES 

Recipe alternation can be 
achieved by changing a cooking 
method, substituting an ingredient or 
adding an ingredient. For example, 
suppose the recipe calls for one egg. 
It may be substituted with two egg 
whites. Or use lean ground beef, 
ground turkey or a combination 
when a recipe calls for ground beef. 
To boost the fiber in muffin or bread 
recipes, add raisins, prunes and other 
dried fruits.

THE BETTER OF THE TWO 
SONS 

Matthew 21:28-32 

Much of the teachings of Jesus 
was done in parables. He used these 
parables to like many today use illus- 
trations. The purpose was to give a 
heavenly message by using earthly 
Situations. 

The scribes and Pharisees had a 
deep rooted prejudice against the 
Lord Jesus.

That makes the meaning of this para- 
ble even clearer. 

The Jewish leaders are the people 
who said they would obey God and 
then did not. The tax collectors and 
harlots are those who said they 
would go their own way and then 
took God's way. The two son's rep- 
resent the two classes of people in 
that nation. The self-righteous relig- 
ious people and the publicans and 
sinners. 

In this parable our Lord is really 
praising anyone. It sets before us a 
picture to discern. Neither son in 
this story was the kind of son to 
bring full joy to his father. Both

were unsatisfactory; but the one who 
obeyed in the end was better than the 
other, The ideal son would be one 
who accepted the fathers orders with 
obedience and respect and who car- 
ried them out without question. 

The father of this parable is not 
harsh.He speaks with authority - that 
authority that a parent should. The 
commands of this father was very 
reasonable, 

He told his sons to "work" in the 
vineyard, Man is intended for labor. 
He was made for it. Labor has al- 
ways carried with it the idea of dig- 
nity and good. One who is lazy and 
slothful is the one who has no digni- 
ty and doesn't want to do good. 

God has called His children to 
work. The work in His vineyard is 
very important. We don't work for 
salvation but we work from the point 
of salvation with all the talents, time, 
and money that we have been given. 
It seems that many of God's children 
are like the son's in this parable. 
There are three different classes of 
worker's in the Lord's vineyard to- 
day: 

1. There are those whose' profes- 
sion is much better than their prac- 
tice. Many are in this boat who are 
not practicing as they profess. Their 
very way of living denies their pro- 
fession. 

2. There are those whose practice 
is far better than their profession. 
There are many today who are God's 
children that don't flaunt their spiri- 
tuality they just practice it. These 
people don't act religious they just 
practice the teaching of Jesus Christ. 

3. This parable also teaches us 
that promise can never take the place 
of performance and that fine words 
can never be a substitute for deeds. 
There are many who have promised 
God many things but have never fol- 
lowed through on these promises. 
You may have made a promise or 
promises you have never kept. You 
are like the second son in this para- 
ble. 

As children of God, let's work in 
our Father's vineyard and make Him 
proud of the work we do. Let's do it 
out of love and obedience.

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City votes committee to plan fund use 


The Elba City Council voted 
Monday night to appoint a commit- 
tee to study ways to spend over forty 
thousand dollars deposited in the 
Elba Flood Relief Fund. 

The council voted to name a com- 
mittee to consider a need that would 
beautify the city, library, etc. using 
of the funds "to benefit everyone”. 

They stated that to divide the 
$40,758.83 among those homeown- 
ers expected to apply for the money 
wouldn't give any family but about 
$60 or $70 each. Using the funds for 
a citywide project would benefit eve- 
ryone, including those local citizens 
who suffered from the flood, but 
didn't have actual water damage. 

The council was questioned by 
Ferrin Cox about people who might 
have sent their money to help indi- 
viduals and not a government pro- 
ject. They then amended their action 

mising to refund any money to 
individual contributors who request- 
ed it after the council announced 
their plans for the funds. 

Councilman John Sharpless re- 
sponding to the suggestion people be 
offered their money back said that 
after the city announces their beauti- 
fication plans, the people may all ap- 
prove our ideas (and not want their 
money back), 

Jim Driscoll and Barry Brunson 
addressed the council concerning a 
proposal to establish an airport au- 
thority to administer, maintain and 
upgrade the local Carl Folsom Air- 


rt, 

Driscoll noted that the facility 
was considered a dead airport prior 
to the flood, but now it is not unusu- 
al to see multi-engine aircraft com- 
ing and going from Elba. He said 
they were also purchasing gasoline 
locally, thus» helping the airport fi- 
nancially. 

“A good looking, attractive air- 
port attracts pilots” Driscoll said. He 
added that there are now 26 aircraft 
which call the Elba airport “home”. 

The council members will review 
the state statue governing airport au- 
thorities and take the matter up at a 
later meeting. 

Mayor Fred Moore told council 
members they hoped to have the 
Caroline Street bridge open this

Corps of Engineers began flood study 


According to Elba City Clerk Pat 
Booth, the Corps of Engineers has 
begun it formal evaluation of the 
March flood. 

The Economic Analysis Section 
of the Corps of Engineers has con- 
tracted with Gulf Engineers & Con- 
sultants, Inc. to do the evaluation. 

They will be in Elba to update 
the depth-percent damage curves 
used by the Corps to justify flood 
control projects. 

Gulf Engineers’ staff members 
will be interviewing all the commer- 
cial and industrial owners and man- 
agers (and a sample of residential 


owners) within the levee area regard- 
ing damages and depth of flooding. 
This team of researchers will be con- 
ducting this study in Elba through 
August 13, 1990. 

The Corps realizes that the people 
of Elba wish to put this disaster be- 
hind them; however, they are asking 
them to "revisit" those awful days 


and answer questions about the. 


March flooding from the contractor. 
Questions that are being asked 
will center around the total damages 
incurred, depth of flooding and the 
percent (or amount) of damages in- 
curred at each foot of flooding. The 


State Troopers install 


camcorders 


Video cameras are providing to 
be a valuable tools in the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety's DUI enforce- 
ment program, 

Beginning in late January, 24 
cameras were installed in state troop- 
er patrol cars and used to record sus- 
pected drunken drivers on the road 
and in off-the-road sobriety tests. 

Early reports from state troopers 
using the cameras show that during 
April, 73 percent of DUI defendants 
pleaded guilty in cases where video 
tape was available as evidence. Prior 
to receiving the cameras, troopers re- 
ported that only 10 to 20 percent of 
DUI defendants pleaded guilty two 
charges.

"Because of Public Safety's DUI- 
video program, state troopers are 
able to spend more time patrolling 
and less time in the courtroom," said 
Thomas H. Wells, Alabama Depart- 
ment of Public Safety Director. 

Wells said that 319 people died in 
alcohol-related crashes in Alabama 
last year according to fatality re- 
ports. He emphasized Public Safety's 
continuing commitment to getting 
drunken drivers off the road and 
making Alabama roadways safer. 

Because of the initial success of 
the DUI-video program, Public Safe- 
ty plans to install video cameras in 
all new patrol vehicles before they 
are placed into service.

Commission contracts with 
firm to sell bonds for jail 


The Coffee County Commission 
voted to contract with Murray Vau- 
ghan, a representative of Howard, 
Weil, Labouisse, Friedrichs, Inc., to 
sell the bonds for funding the new 
county jail. They are an investment 
securities firm located in Montgom- 
ery. 

Commission Chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton, in reviewing the proposal 
with the commission, stated that the 
firm's fee for selling the bonds 
would be $23,000 on $2 million 
worth. The payment on this amount 
will be approximately $190,000 an- 
nually, 

Low bid on the county jail was 
$2,456,000, It is estimated, that after 
the jail is completed and furnished, 
the total cost will be between $2.6 - 
$2.7 million. This will mean that the 
county will have to come up with an 
additional $650,000 initially upon 
completion of the facility. 

Funds to repay the bond issue 
will probably come from the fees 
collected from the recently approved 
increase in court cost, a portion of 
the sales tax collected by the county, 
and from the general fund. A firm 
method of repayment will be decid- 
ed upon when the commissioners 
meets with the firm selling the bonds 
and all options are examined. 

Commissioner Jim Dubose sug- 
gested that the county's legislative 
delegation, Representative Jimmy 
Holley and Senator Crum Foshee, be 
contacted concerning the possibility 
of their introducing legislation al- 
lowing the commission to levy a 1/ 
2¢ sales tax. 

A 1/2 sales tax which was enact- 
ed by the commission and ruled ille- 
gal by the courts is presently on ap- 
peal to the Alabama Supreme Court. 

Commissioner Dubose said that 

the increase in court costs could be 
alleviated if the commissioners were 
given the authority to levy the 1/2¢ 
sales tax. Also, the jail debt could be 
paid off in 3-4 years instead of 20 
years, 
The commissioners decided to 
postpone the awarding of the con- 
tract on the new jail until next Mon- 
day, July 2. 

County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley informed the commission 
that he went to Montgomery last 
Thursday and picked up a check for 
$558,736.50 in FEMA funds. To- 
date, a total of $786,348.50 has been 
received by the county from FEMA, 

He also said that the Texas firm 
restoring the flood damaged records 
had returned approximately one-half 
to two-thirds of the records to Elba. 
He reported that they are in "pretty 
good shape - considering.” 

Mobley stated that he anticipated 
a request for partial payment for 
record restoration in the amount of

***Awarded the bid for concrete 
to Russell Vault Company of Elba 
at a cost of $49.75 per cubic yard. 
Concrete Inc. and Couch Inc. of Do- 
than were awarded contracts as sec- 
ondary suppliers. 

***Wiregrass Construction Co. 
of Enterprise was awarded the con- 
tract to patch areas of county roads 
that were washed or cut-in-two dur- 
ing the flood. Unit cost bid submit- 
ted was $42.75 per ton. 

*** Approved payment of match- 
ing funds for County Road 18. 
County's share is $1,900. Total pro- 
ject cost $283,000 with the state pay- 
ing $250,000 and Enterprise paying 
$31,100. 

*** Approved payment of expens- 
es for those commissioners wishing 
to attend the State Association of 
Commissioners meeting in August. 

The commission adjourned to 
Monday, July 2, 1990, when they 
will meet in the Elba Courthouse at 
9 a.m.
